JAMES EARL COMFORT 


The usual summer lull was terminated rather abruptly for the more 
active birders when early migrant shorebirds began concentrating at Horseshoe 
Lake, East St. Louis. The vanguard, making its appearance as early as the second 
week in July, had little local choice in feeding sites as former favored haunts were 
entirely dry or lacked a shoreline because lush vegetation followed in the wake 
of the retreating water. In contrast to last summer when Little Creve Coeur Lake, 
in St. Louis County, gave excellent birding in addition to the reliable Horseshoe 
Lake, observations were concentrated at the latter as practically our only local 
shorebird haven. The nearby lakes of Grand Marais State Park have induced a 
few of the Long Legs to gather, but competition from fishermen has Kept the birds 
uneasy and has discouraged shorebird loitering. 


The few July lake visitors compiled their good shorebird lists under 2 relentless 
sun, usually hovering around the 100°F mark. Because shorebirds and members of 
the Heron Family are our only regular July migrants our bird study hobby is gen- 
erally confined to these families other than checking our permanents and nesters. 
Unfortunately, shorebirds and herons choose the hottest spots on this side of the 
earth. Fortunately, they remain in the open and are easy to list and study if the 
observer has the stamina and desire to withstand the trying weather handicap. 


There were nineteen species of shorebirds reported in July. Best species 
were Buff-breasted, White-rumped, Western and Baird’s Sandpipers, Willet, Sanderling, 
Wilson’s Phalarope, and Black-bellied Plover. 


Two groves of trees at Grand Marais State Park were again the nesting 
sites of a large colony of Black-crowned Night Herons. On July 25th, we were 
able to compare at close range the immature Black-crowns with two of the more 
slaty and much rarer immature Yellow-crowns. During July, Julian Neill enjoyed 
the development of a large family of King Rails at the Park, where they were 
quite co-operative at feeding time escorted by their parents. 


Best herons at Horseshoe in July were Yellow-crowned Night Heron, 
Snowy Egret and Least Bittern .
